Young, Old Protesters 


The crossing of the genera- 
tion gap is a classic example 
of the degree of ‘unity felt at 
the Thursday; Aug. 10, pro- 
test rally by ‘Concerned 
Citizens. 

A 64 year old father, ac- 
companied by. his 26 year old 
daughter, was not out of 
place-at-the protest vigil held 
at 8:30 p.m. on City Hall 
steps. Lawrence B. Stewart, 
2210 Union Ave.» ahd his 
daughter, Mrs. Rita Lynum of 
the Union Ave. address, are 
an example of this unity. 

Stewart told The CALL & 
PQST that he has: been in 
Columbus since . 1930 and 
this is the first time he has 
seen this type of community 
support for anything. 

He said he went to the rally 
because, ‘! was concerned 
and wanted to show my sup- 
port.’’ His words of advice to 
blacks are: “If we do not stick 
together as a race, we will 
not accomplish anything.” 

Mrs. Lynum, who describes 
herself as the sensitive type, 
said that she also attended 
the rally out of “deep con- 
cern;"".and added tffiat she 
was “deeply hurt by the (Bar- 
bara Thomas drowning; inci- 
dent.”’

“Why don't black people take care of

book called “Blaming The Victim” by 
_ William Ryan. 

Ryan makes it clear that our society 
has the unfortunate habit of blaming its 
victimized citizens (especially the poor 
and the black) instead of the forces 
which produced the victims. 

In his chapter on housing, the author 
begins by examining the cliche, 
“People cause slums”. He Says that this 
Statement is easy to dismiss: when it 


religiously committed to this point of 
view. However, it is harder to ignore 
when it comes from supposed “do 
gooders”. Even they, as Ryan illustrates 
with several examples, often have 
treated the problem of a sium as though 
itis-a-mere question of shaping up-a 
few “culturally deprived” fitterbugs. 
~ In other words, if all the black folks 
and hillbillies would keep the lids on 
their garbage cans, the inner city would 
bloom like a garden. 

Plain nonsense, says Ryan in his 
book * 


“No, slum tenants don't ruin good 
housing,” states Ryan flatly. “The 
buildings are worn out and used up 
’ first, then the sium is ready for poor and 
the black to move in.” 

. oie uses one. especially interestirig 
‘example to tefl the story of sium 
housing. 

A public health student in New 
Haven, Conn., did a study of 180 cases 
of housing code violation. Each case 
represented one building, usually con- 
sisting of multiple apartment. 

For these 180. buildings there was a 
total fo 1,244 recorded violations. What 
did the violations consist of? 


More than one-third of the violations ; 
were exterior defects: broken chim- . 
neys, holes in the walls, sagging roofs, 
etc ’ 


Another one-third were interior — and 
of the sort which could not be easily 
produced by the most destructive 
tenant. These included defective wiring, 

- inadequate plumbing, faulty heating 
systems. 


The final one-third included detects 
that could be caused by tenants — such 
violations as junk in the yard, broken 
windows fallen plaster.

But how is the tire 
going to be extinquished and the boat is 
going to be saved? That requires a dif- 
ferent set of facts, data and evidence; 
that's political evidence. And it is the lat- 
ter type of evidence which is lacking in 
sufficient and convincing form. But the 
political evidence needed to prove that 
changes will be made must be borne by 
our own efforts as well as by depending 
on the promises of the political party. 

To register our brothers and sisters 
is a beginning. But the constant shilly- 
shally of voting activity that goes on in 
the black community and which 
necessitates fast programs of voter 
registration, is indicative that a lot of 
local political leadenship in areas

A. Your neighbor is right, You may 
qualify for a monthly social security 
payment if you are 62 and if you were 
dependent on your son for at least one- 
half your support at the time of his 
death. You should call, write or visit any 
social security office for more infor- 
mation-about applying for benefits, 
right away. : 

Q. I'll be 72 next month, but | intend 
to go on working as long as ! can. | 
know | can earn as much as | want af- 
ter I'm 72 and still get all my social 
security checks. But will my earnings 
from the first of the year, still affect my 
social security payments? 

A. Yes. You will get a social security 
check for every month beginning with 
the month of your 72nd birthday—no 
matter how much you work or earn. 
However, your earnings for the entire 
year in which you become 72 are Used 
in figuring what payments can be made 
to you for the months you were still 72. 

Q. My wife and | were retired and 
getting monthly social security 
payments. My wife, who never worked 
under social security, died last month 
My neighbors told me that | should ap- 
ply for a lump-sum death payments to 
help with the funeral expenses. Is this
